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Charges 
against 
former city 
manager . 
dismissed

A week before a jury trial was sct to 
begin for former Grayling City Manager 
David A. Thayer, the Roscommon County 
Prosecutor dismissed a pair of charges cil- 
ing a lack of criminal intent and belief that 
jurors would not find that the crimes were 
committed beyond a reasonable doubt. 

Chief Roscommon County Prosecutor 
Mark D. Jernigan dismissed charges that 
Thayer faced for allegedly violating the 
state’s Social Security Privacy Act and 
public officers-making false statements 
relating to finances. The motions were 
entered in Crawford County District Courts 
on Thursday, Oct. 21. Thayer was sched- 
uled for a jury trial set to begin on Oct. 28- 


Jernigan dismissed the charges without 
prejudice, which means that the cases could 
be filed again. 

Thayer faced 24 counts of violating the 
state’s Social Security Act for providing 
Michigan Department of Treasury docu- 
ments to former Grayling City Council 
Member Dee Maybury. Before Maybury 
took the oath of office to serve on the cily 
council last year, it was discovered that she 
did not pay the city's incomes tax for a 
short period that she and her family lived in 
the city. Maybury claimed that Thayer gave 
her a packet of information to clear up the 

"issue, which contained her Social Security 
number and the Social Security numbers of 
23 other people who failed to pay the local 
income tax, Maybury turned the informa- 
tion over to Graying attorney Dave Sabin. 
After holding the documents for a dozen 
days, Sabin turned the information over to 
Grayling City Officer Tim Coe and retired 
Officer Dennis Long. 

When Grayling Police Chief Doug Baum 
learned of the issue, he decided that the 
Crawford County Sheriff's Office should 
investigate the complaint to avoid an inter- 
nal investigation at city hall.

The Vikings of Grayling 
High School, a squad that

season with a 7-2. overall 
record, will host at least one 
playoff game this year. 

The Michigan High 
School Athletic Association 
announced its brackets for 
the 2010 state football play- 
offs on Sunday night. The 
tournament includes eight 
different divisions with 32 
teams in each one for a total 
of 256 playoff squads. Most 
of those were automatic 
qualifiers; teams with six 
wins from a nine-game 
schedule or five wins from 
an cight-game schedule 
clinched playoff berths. 

Grayling is in District 1, 
Region | of Division 5. The 
Vikings (7-2) will host 
Standish-Sterling Central 
(5-3) at 7 pam. on Friday, 
Oct. 29, at Grayling High 
School. If the Vikings win, 
they will host Reed City (6- 
3) or play at Menominee (6- 
3) in the district: champt- 
onship game next week.

“To be able to 
host a playoll game is great 
for our school and it’s great 
for our team to have that 
home-field advantage.

Grayling clinched — its 
playoff berth in week 7. The 
Vikings opened their season 
with five consecutive Wins: 
S4-12 at Roscommon, 33-

East Jordan. The Vikings 
lost 24-13 at Elk Rapids, a 
team that finished undefeat- 
ed and won the Lake 
Michigan Conference thts 
year, on Oct. 1.

The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
gave Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield their final bless- 
ing last week to fill an open 
slot on the county’s midnight 
road patrol. 

The board agreed to waive 
a hiring policy recently 
adopted by the county in 
order to place Deputy Randy 
Barnes on the Crawford 
County Sheriff's 
Department road patrol. 

Barnes has worked for the 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Office for five years, sefving 
as a part-time seasonal 
marine, snowmobile and 
ORV officer. 
. Wakefield said Barnes has 
over 20 years of experience 
working for the Roscommon

County Sheriff’s Office, 
serving as a detective and 
investigator, deputy and as a 
member on the Strike 
Investigative Narcotics 
Group (STING). 

“He’s just an all around 
seasoned guy,” Wakefield 
said. 

Wakefield said that Barnes 
volunteered to go on the 
midnight shift. 

“He’s a good addition and 
will do well and will be a 
great benefit for the commu- 
nity,” Wakefield said. 

The county board adopted 
the hiring policy — that 
requires department heads to 
post a position each time that 
a job is open with the coun- 
ly. The department heads 
then go through the neces- 
sary reference and back- 
ground checks before select- 


ing the final candidate for 
the job. 

Wakefield prefers to rank 
and hire officers who are 
familiar with Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office 
operations. The slot on the 
road patrol came open when 
Crawford AuSable School 
District. Superintendent Joe 
Powers and the county board 
agreed to a funding agrec- 
ment to keep Deputy Chase 
Barnett in the schools full- 
time as the schoo! liaison 
officer. Prior to the agree- 
ment, Barnett was only slat- 
ed to devote 25 percent of 
fis time to the school district 
and to serve the remainder of 
his schedule on the road 
patrol. 

In September, the county 
board waived the hiring pol- 
icy to allow Wakefield to fill 


two urgent vacancies in the 
Crawford County Jail. 

The hiring policy was 
adopted aficr the county 
agreed to an out of court set- 
tlement with a Grayling resi- 
dent who filed an age dis- 
crimination lawsuit against 
Crawford County. The resi- 
dent, who previously 
worked for Central 
Dispatch, was turned down 
from being hired for an open 
position in favor of a 
younger person who was 
hired for the job. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said the county board was 
allowed to waive the policy 
since Barnes was an existing 
employee and the road patrol 
position was being filled 
internally with the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office.

A four-car crash occurred in 
Grayling last week when a motorist 
stopped to let a vehicle leave a gas sta- 
ton, 

Grayling Police were dispatched to a 
four-car injury accident at 12:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday, Oct. 20 on southbound 
James Street between Ogemaw Street 
and Ottawa Street. 


Upon arrival, police discovered that 
a southbound driver had stopped to let 
a vehicle exit the Forward Shell 
Station, causing traffic behind the 
southbound vehicle to come to a stop. 

A pick-up truck, driven by a 
Grayling man, stopped and was rear 
ended by a second car. A third vehicle 
stopped, but was rear ended by a fourth 
vehicle, which pushed the third vehi- 
cle into the second vehicle. 


The driver of the first pick-up truck 
was transported in a Mobile Medical 
Response ambulance to Mercy 
Hospital Grayling, where he was 
checked for neck and back injuries. 

Others involved in the crash did not 
report injuries. 

Police officials remind motorists not 
to direct traffic and let the traffie flow 
create its own safe openings ror entler- 
ing the roadway.

clals, it is with sadness due — 


to the loss of a local official 
charged overseeing repair- 
ing roads and patching pot- 
holes whose name will still 
be on the Nov. 2 general 
election ballot. 


County Road 
Commission Chairman 
Kenneth Riehle passed 


away on Monday, Oct. 18. 
He had been battling a lung 
condition, which caused 
him to become winded, 
since last spring, said Brian 


D, Riehle, Ken Riehie’s son. . 


Riehle entered Munson 
Medical Center in Traverse 
City on Oct. 8. He was diag- 
nosed = with — pulmonary 
fibrosis, which causes a 
hardening of the lungs, on 
Oct. 15. There was no treat- 
ment for the disease, Richle 
did not wish to stay on life 
supporting equipment and 
spent his final days sur- 
rounded by his family. 

Riehle was on the road 
commission for 10) years, 
serving as chairman during 
much of his tenure on the 
board. 

Richle was running unop- 
posed for reelection for 
another six-year term ¢nd- 
ing on Dec, 31, 2016. 

Don Babcock, managing 
director for the Crawford 


County Road Commission, - 


said road commission offi- 
cials and employees are still 
in shock with the sudden 
loss of Riehle. 

“He was a great commis- 
sioner and a good friend,” 
Babcock said. “He’s cer- 
tainly going to be missed.” 


Crawford County 
Clerk/Register of Deeds 
Sandra Moore said 


Michigan law permitted two 
resolutions for identifying 
new candidates for the road 
commission position. 

The Crawtord County 
Republican Party was per- 
mitted to nominate a candi- 
date on the ballot, replacing 
Riehle’s candidacy. Only 
the Republican party could 
have placed another name 
on the ballot since no other 
party nominated a candidate 
during the August primary 
election, Moore said. 

However, in an effort to 
be efficient with tax dollars, 
the Crawford County GOP 
decided that the selection of 
a Republican nominec to 
replace Richle’s name on 
the Nov. 2 ballot was not 
feasible. 

“There was such a short 
lirne Here that we just didn’t 
have the needed window of 
opportunity,’ Moore said. 

The Crawford County 
Election Commission con- 
cluded the necessary time 
and budget required to pro- 
gram, reprint, redistribute 


and retest the ballots was 
not in the county’s best 
interest. 

Programming cost for the 
new ballot for the [1 
precincts covering Crawford 
County would have cost 
$3,000. Printing of 7,000 
replacement ballots would 
have cost $7,000. And the 
lime necessary for repro- 
gramming ballot tabulators, 
testing at each precinct, per- 
forming accuracy tests that 
would have to be redone and 
counting the ballots by hand 
would have resulted in 
countless hours in expenses 
for township, City of 
Grayling and Crawford 
County officials, 

Candidates from any 
party could have filed to run 
as write-in candidates, 
Moore said. But only three 
Republican candidates filed 
petitions to campaign as 
write-in candidates with the 
Crawford County Clerk’s 
Office betore the deadline 
of 5 p.m. on Friday, Oct, 22. 

The candidates include 
Frank V. Goethals, Scott D. 
McClain and Brian D. 
Riehle. 

While their names will 
not appear on the ballot, 
Moore said they would be 
aclively campaigning for 
citizens to write their names 
on the batlot and filling in 
the line next to their name 
on the ballot. She noted that

Districts are subject to reapportionment 
for 2012, plus Michigan’s 15 districts must 
be reduced to 14 and possibly 13 because of 
census data. Two of these three swing dis- 
tricts could be seriously affected. 

Whichever party controls the legislature - 
and possibly the state Supreme Court - will 
have a distinct advantage. 

The Ist District in the north likely won't 
change much. Any shifting will have to 
come from the southern border of the dis- 
trict. It will stay much the same, but more 
SO. 

The 7th District, however, teeters politi- 
cally, and likely will be reshaped to produce 
a surer bet for whichever party draws the 
lines. The changes could be substantial. 

The same goes for the 9th District, now 
mostly Oakland County.

ing. To ensure this Halloween is sate for 
your children, Sheriff Wakefield offers the 
following safety Ups, 

Costumes should be short enough to pre- 
vent tripping. Masks should not be too 
restrictive with adequate holes for proper 
respiration and — peripheral — vision. 
Consider using cosmetics to create fun or 
scary faces instead of masks. 

Watch costumed children around pets. 
The pet may not recognize the child and 
become frightened, especially if the child 
Is using a prop such as a sword or dagger 
as part of the costume. 

Avoid hard plastic or wooden props, opt- 
ing instead of items made of foam rubber, 
which is soft and flexible. 

To help make the child more visible after 
dark, trick-or-treaters should carry a 
brightly colored bag and a flashlight: or 
glow stick, Add reflective tape to the 
sides, front and back of the child’s cos- 
tume, 

At all ames, watch for traffic and avoid 
walking in the street whenever possible. 

An adult should always accompany 
young children, A parent should stay with- 
in close range of young children at all 
times and children should never be allowed 
to go down a street alone. Walk with your 
children to each house and wait near the 
porch or front entrance of the home until 
they return, 


Older children should travel in pairs or 
in groups at all times while trick-or-treat- 
ing and never venture down a dark, empty 
street. 

Parents should always know the route 
that their children are following. 

Children should always watk together to 
the front door of each house and only cross 
the street at crosswalks, 

Dark, unlit homes should be avoided. 

Children should save their candy until 
they get home so you can inspect it. 

Discard any unwrapped or suspicious 
looking goodies. 1f your child does get 
sick, call your family doctor or the hospital 
emergency room immediately and save all 
the wrappers. It is also helpful to deter- 
mine what he or she ate and which house it 
came from. 

Keep flammable items, such as your 
jack-o-lantern away from small children, 
pets and flammable materials such as 
draperies, furniture and paper decorations, 

Never leave a candle burning unattend- 
ed, 

“Halloween is a fun time in Crawford 
County,” Sheriff Wakefield concluded. 
“Let's make it.a safe time as well.”

Thayer was ‘placed on 
leave after his arrest and 
Baum was appointed to 
serve as his successor while 
continuing to serve as 
police chief. 

As Baum was getting up 
to speed on city financial 
documents, he discovered 
that Thayer used a different 
method to report the city’s 
financial status. Thayer 
described the process as 
“budget smoothing,” which 
recorded the 
expenditures for the city 
over the course of a year, 
The numbers were different 
than those contained in the 
city’s general ledger. 

Jernigan, in his motions 
filed with Crawford County 
District Court, concluded 
that he could not prove that 
there was criminal intent or 
actual knowledge — that 
Thayer disclosed the Social 
Security numbers, 

In the financial document 
reporting case, Jernigan 
said that he found that there 
was no criminal intent and 
did not believe he could 
convince a jury that the 
offense was committed 
beyond a reasonable doubt, 

Thayer still faces a 
charge of campaign finance 
public-body contributions.

“In light of the controver- 
sy that surrounded the 
reporting of the = city 
finances during the previ 
ous administration, | would 
hope that the results of the 
audit for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 2010, would be 
of particular interest to the 
taxpayers of the City of 
Grayling,” McGregor said. 
“The audit was completed 
in record time, and we were 
given the highest clean 
opinion that could be ren- 
dered.

Thayer’s Traverse City 
defense attorney James 
Hunt also did not return 
calls to the newspaper. Hunt 
was successful in getting 
Sabin dismissed as the spe- 
cial prosecutor for Thayer’s 
cases. Hunt, however, could 
not convince Chief 46th 
Circuit Trial Court Judge 
Janet M. Allen that a 
change of venue was need- 
ed for the jury trials due to 
pre-trial publicity and 
Internet blogs about the 
cases, 

Only eight people attend- 
ed the Grayling City 
Council’s meeting — on 
Monday and the dismissal 
of the charges was not dis- 
cussed by the city council. 
Grayling Mayor Karl 
Schreiner said he had no 
official statement on behalf 
of the city about the dis- 
missal of the charges. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Kirk A. Wakefteld acknowl- 
edged that cases do. get 
dropped when they are 
handed over to prosecuting 
allorneys. 

“T just do my job,” 
Wakefield said. “When it 
gels to the prosecutor and 
the court — that's their deal.” 

Wakefield added that it is 
his deputies obligation to 
respond to and investigate 
complaints, before reports 
are turned over to the pros- 
ecutor and’ final decisions 
on the charges are made. 

“Tt doesn’t mean that it is 
right, but it does happen,” 
Wakefield said of cases 
being dismissed, 

Finally, Wakefield 
believes that the Soctal 
Security Privacy Act case 
was stronger than the cam- 
paign violation act case that 
Thayer still faces.
